Under the act the Piasldeni paid 
oa bu salary ot |7i,00C a year, ap- 
proximately ftf.OOO la taxes. Rev- 
enues already collected under the 
Court's decision are to be refunded by 
the treasury 

The Supreme Court's decision was 
on appeals by Federal District Judgd 
.Walter Byana. ot Louisville, Ky., from 
lower eovft d esras e dlsmfwhn a ^uit 
broaght by him to raeover taxea ia- 
▼olantarlly paid. Re eodtended that 
the Federal constitution prohibited 
Judges' "salaries being diminished 
during continuance in office " 

Justice Van de Venter, who ren- 
dered the majority opinion, held tbat 
the section of the reveaaa act violat- 
ed coBStltntloaal provlsloaa prohlMt- 
lag the dlmtautloa pt such salaries. 
Sdcb a tax, be arifuad, could be grad- 
ually Increased until the entire salary 
was taken The majority opinion 
held, however, that a federal judge 
was not exempt from tax on his pri- 
vate Income or on bis property. 

Jttatice Holmee rendered a dissent- 
ing opinion In which Jastlee Brandatt 
c^currad. 

He declared tbat no reason exlatad 
why Federal Judges should be exempt 
from the Income tax.

many took place Inside the Atlanta 
federal penitentiary, where Debe to 
serving^ ten-year term on eonrlo- 
tion ot violating the espionage act, 
and the nominee waa clad In tha bloa 
denim garb of a priaoaer. Por oneo. 
howerar* prison rules were .somewhat 
raiaxad; speeches were made, movini? 
picture men cranked their machines, 
and a halt dozen newspaper men Jot- 
ted flown notes on what waa said. 

There were some fifteen persona 
present at the meeting, which waa in 
a f paeious room on tho gtonnd floor, 
only the barred windows thai breka 
the view ot a beautiful lawn gMnc 
a prison background.

Werr ,] .ii" iiwav wj'ti and a net welc'it 
was fixed upon the meat itself. This 
now means a full weight for such 
food to the conanmar. Slack pack- 
agea. which were allowed to edntat.. 
but one-third In food contents and 
the remainder of the space to go 
eiiiply. Were sto|)ped liy law. Spices, 
potato rhips. and stinilHr produits 
were put up in this way. Thus a box 
holding eight ounces of this stui' was 
permitted to hold only two onnces. 
Then, too, many protltaar manufae* 
turers had a gentle habit ot putting 

on the market lli|uld :)rodn< t3 for the 
talde. such a-s oils and extracts, in 
concave bottles. On the shelf in the 
grocery they seemed of goodly Mto 
and the price did not appear so high. 
But upon closer eiamination it was 
seen that the bottle waa so shaped 'aa 
to give little room for contents. 

This practice led to much unfair 
competlliiin The honest producer 
was confronted with a method of get- 
ting business practiced by the profi- 
teer. Tbe perpetrators were haled 
before the House Committee on Agri- 
culture and shown up. Candy manu- 
facturers ware hardest Jilt. Boxai 
were showB to ba amAged with fatoa 
bottoms and tlien'the entire weight 
of the candy placed on the outside In 
such small figures that the purchas- 
er would not see be was getting a 
half pound instead of the pound he 
appeared to be getting. The testi- 
mony Indicated that the practice had 
been allo#ed to grow up during the 
war period and that no attempt had 
been made to stop it. The Republi- 
cans stepped in and ended the prac- 
tice by stringent legislation. 

In tbe first year of their assump- 
tion of power the Republicans also 
placed upon the statnta hooka the 
authority to get after profiteers under 
which the clothing manufacturers 
have been attacked for excessive and 
exorbitant jirices. They sought to 
make it possible for tbe farmer to 
work out his salvation in the easiest 
w ay possible. , They found that the 
cold storage warehouses of the coun- 
try were burdened with supplies and 
in many Instances filled to capacity. 
There was no agency for forcing this 
food on the market, and as a result 
there was little difficulty in maintain- 
ing prlce.s, provided the huge stock 
could be withheld from regular chan- 
nels, consequently, a law was enacted 
providing that any article of food 
placed in cold storage shotild have 
marked upon it the fact that it Is 
cold storage food, the date when put j 
in and when taken out of cold stor- 
age, and the names and location of| 
all warehouses in which stored.

When a new baby arrives in China 
it la the castoia tor tha mother's 
parents to supply it with several out- 
fits of clothing. If the bsby's mater- 
nal grandparents are wealthy it Is 
not unusual for them to furnish its 
clothes until It is five or lu years old 

Though customs vsry in different 
provinces, just as dlaleets do, It is a 
common thing, whaa tha eUld la three 
days old for tha parents to present 
boiled eggs, dyed red, to relatives, 
friends and neighbors, thereby slgni- 
fylHK thai they hope that their chil- 
dren will be as numerous as the 
eggs.

For the baby's bath, two tnbs ot 
water ar" made ready, one for its 
body, and one for its head. Dragon's 
eyes and i)eaniits are thrown into 
he water in both tubs, this being sup- 
posed to Insure long life and success 
in all undertaklnga ot the child's 
adult life. It Is eaatomary tor rala- 
tiven to drop mliaer llbarallr into the 
water. ' 

In order to ward off evil spirits 
and prevent them fron\ Interfering 
with the child's growth and develop- 
ment a little locket, made ot gold, 
aUver and jade and bearing the in- 
aarlption "Long life and riches," is 
put on its wrist or about its neck soon 
aftei birth, to lock ui) it.s life secure- 
ly. In many instances the money for 
this locket is solicited from neigh- 
bors. This is almoat invariably the 
rule if- the paranta have loSt other 
chlldrsn. 

This locket Is ttsuallr worn until 
the Hge of 20 or 30 yeara aad not la* 

frequently It Is never taken off. It 
la conur.only bdievod that taking off 
the locket will result in death but 
this belief haa never beea put to the 
est as Chlaamea ara too auperstitiona 
to risk sack matters. 

The left ear of a boy babr la pftrc- 
•4 for an ear-ring and he is otherwise 
treated as a girl. Girl babies are 
dreased as boys an<l sometimes they 
continue so disguised until they are 
12 or more years old. A supersti- 
tious belief that evil spirits mar be 
deceived la thla war is back ot this 
custom. Nevertheieas, it la frequent- 
ly of considerable advantage to girls, 
as it gives thi'in greater freedom and 
tavots noniKil dt'vi-h.piMi-'it 

A month after the child s birth Us 
parenU give what is cslled the "shav- 
ing feast." On this eventful occa- 
sion tha barber comes aad shavea off 
all of Its hair except a amall tntt on 
the fore part of the head. 

.\t leoK^h when the little one is 
old fnouKii to play with toys the fond 
pari'iii J plai i- before it on a table, a 
-tword, a book, a pen, medicine, need- 
les, boats, etc., and allow It to take 
up whatever appeals to it most. The 
idea Is that the youngster's choice 
betokens the occupation or business 
it will follow when it grows to ma- 
turity; if It choot^es a pen. the sup- 
jiosition Is thnt it win be a writer: 
f a book, i! will he a scholar, and so 
on. If the symbol chosen happens to 
be in line with the parents' ambitions 
for the child they are delighted but 
If It chooses a symbol of a calling or 
trade that Is displeasing they will lu- 
-M that there is nothing In the test 
1 1 vway. 

If the child at any time becomes 
gravely 111 its mother hastens to the 
temple and solemnly promises the 
gods to consecrate Its life to their ser- 
vice if they will Intervene to save 
lis life. Thus It often happens that 
\oii!in Chin,. 1. Ill become monks very 
luich against their will. 

The child's first birthday is made 
the occasion ot tgnt festivities. Of- 
ten great quantities of 'mien' (nood- 
les) are prepared and sent about to 
all the relatives and friends. Sue 
ceeding Idrlhdays are scarcely notic- 
ed until the loih. Then a great cele- 
bration Is held.
